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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant is arguing that the examiner 
rejection Yamamoto et al in view of Yagi et al and Yutaka et al is improper since the secondary references do not disclose that the 
adhesives are not taught as optical adhesives, i.e., adhesives for optical instruments. And that, at most, the examiner's rejection is an 
"obvious to try" argument, which is not a valid test of patentability. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Yamamoto et al teaches 
adhesive for use in optical applications comprising a fluorinated polymer, a monomer, a crosslinkable polymer and a photoinitiator. Yagi 
et al and Yutaka et al are utilized to show that it is known in the fluorinated adhesive art to use the specific monomers and polymer 
moieties as cited in the rejection. Therefore, the examiner deems, it is within an ordinarily skilled artisan skill level to use known 
monomers and polymers in fluorinated adhesives. The motivation would have been, at the very least, a reasonable expectation of 
obtaining an adhesive with strong adhesive strength and/or heat resistance-see both Yagi et al and Yutaka. Therefore it is deemed that 
the combination of references renders the instant invention obvious. Applicant's arguments for unexpected results is acknowledged. 
However, these art mere statements without proof, such as comparative examples with the instant invention 
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
